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MR, JUSTICE TALFOURD, 
Mr, Justice Taurourp was born at Reading, which town he 
has more than once represented in Parliament, and was there 
educated at the celebrated grammar school conducted by Dr, 
@Valpy. It was here he first imbibed not only @ taste for but 
an enthusiastic love of the drama, Here the enduring truth 
of Shakspere obtained an influence over his mind, of which 
the fruit is visible in the edition he has made to tlie dramatic 
treasures of our language; and here, too, his education re- 
ceived a tone which coloured his political publie life, THis 
labours as a politician, however, have generally partaken of a 
literary character; and his struggles in favour of the Copy- 
right Bill indicated, how much, even in companionship with 
legislation, the course of genius was associated in his mind, 
Hedelivored his great speech on this, his favourite, subject in the 
year 1837, ‘The tone, the style, the illustrative references, were 
new to the ear of the House. Impassioned eloquence, offering 
homage to illustrious writers, dead and living, and enforeing 
the claims of struggling professors of literature upon that pro- 
perty, in ‘song or sonnet,” which the law allowed to be 
wrested from them, was a topic not likely toattract in such an 
assembly. Yet with what interest was it bestowed, and how 
forcibly were those struck by the arguments who had never 
bestowed a thought on it before. The speech of Mr, Talfourd 
on that occasion was one of the most argumentative as well ag 
imaginative that had been heard for a series of years, 


The literary productions of Mr, Talfourd are very numerous , 


and of various merit, for he began to exercise the art of com- 
position when a boy, and has never deserted it, The work 

y which he is best known is the finely thoughtful and im- 
passioned tragedy of “Ton.” It was upon the judgment of his 
friends that he first resolved to print it for private circulation, 
and subsequently to sanction its performance for a single night 
for the benefit of Mr. Macready. The success of the tragedy 
whenever it was acted was unequivocal; and the name of 
its author was at once, and by acclamation, enrolled in the 
category of British poets. 

It was on Saturday, the 17th ult., that 
was given by the bar of the Oxford 
Talfourd, upon his elevation to the bench, and consequent re- 
tirement from the position he had so Jong held as leader of that 
body. The guests were almost exclusively confined to mem- 
bers of the Oxford Circuit, the exceptions being the Attorney- 
General and two or threeother gentlemen who were permitted to 
tuke the opportunity of testifying their respect for the learned 
judge. The dinner took place atthe Albion Tavern, Covers were 
Jaid for ninety, and the entertainment Was in every respect 
Worthy of the occasion. ‘The gentleman who acted as chairman, 
in proposing the toast of the evening, said he did not believe there 
ever was a man who attained so high a situation as his learned 
friend with more entire affection or more cordial sympathy on 
the part of those who had been his colleagues and competitors 
in his arduous professional pursuits. His learned friend had 
diffused a kindly feeling over the profession which would 
always attach to higsname. In conclusion, he asked them to fill 
a bumper to the health of Mr, Justice Talfourd. The toast was 
received with great enthusiasm, and the learned judge acknow- 
hedged the compliment in an elegant and fecling address, 
Alter a brief retrospect of the hopes and feclings, interests and 
delishts, of twenty-eight years, Mr. Justice Talfourd said it 
would be most ungrateful in him to that gracious Providence, 
who had wrought the great change in his fortunes which they 
had honoured him by celebrating, if he did not, amidst some 
regrets, avow that the change had come upon him in a most 
happy season. It had come upon him at a season when the 
conflicts of professional life, though supported by 4 constant 
sense of kindness and regard from those around him, began to 
Ppen prospects that seemed, at least, to be too arduous, It 
had come upon him at a season in life when the toils of the 
penteeaton might with justlee be left to others whose qualities 

ad endeared them to him. It had come to him at atime when 
retirements from the atrifes and controversies of professional 
and public life seemed to leave somo space for contemplation 
between the court and the grave, At that very time he had 
received from a Government whom he had served with no mean 
or hase subserviency-« (loud cheers)—from the hands of those 
from whom it was the highest honour to receive it—an appoint- 
ment which entirely met his utmost ambition, and realized hs 
dearest, earliest, and fondest hopes—(Great applause), It was 
an appointment which, though it presented to his mind grave 
and important duties to be discharged through such remainder 
of his life as it might please God to give him, afforded, at the 
same time, the purest and most independent scope for the 
honourable exercise of those duties; and it also provided for 
such exercise, if pursued with singleness of heart and upright- 
ness of mind, the reward of that respect and honour in which 
the judges of England were held beyond those of any other 
country upon carth—(Loud cheers), 

Mr. Justice Talfourd possesses, in a singular degree, 
of adorning every subject he touches—a gift pe 
endowed with that livel 
Which he is pre-eminent

It has been reported that anew plot was afloat of a most Guy-

PRE LADY'S NEWSPAPER. 


The chrysanthemum is culti- 
vated in various ways, and much 
has been written on the subject of 
its management, It is often reared 
in pots; but, as it flowers in the 
open air very late in the year, it is 
certain to find a place in almost 
every garden. When planted in 
rows the effect is exceedingly pleas- 
ing. We may enumerate some of 
the varieties of this elegant plant, 
though our space does not permit 
us to give a complete list, Of the 
yellow kinds there are the sulphur 
yellow, golden yellow, superb clus- 
tered yellow, quilled flamed yellow, 
and double yellow indian—the last 
is a very handsome variety, with a 
large disk and a single row of florets 
in the ray; in white, there are the 
quilled white, superb white, and 
tasselled white; in blue, the purple, 
large lilac, expanded late purple, 
and late pale purple; and in red, 
the early crimson and two-coloured 
red, to which may be added the 
quilled pink. 

To form a bouquet similar to 
that represented in our pictorial 
ILLUSTRATION one of the dark- 
coloured flowers—the purple, for 
example—should occupy the 
centre. The light-coloured chry- 
santhemum below it is one of 
mixed colours, rose and white. 
Above is one of rose-colour, and 
the remainder are yellow and 
white. A sprig, with leaves and 
buds rising uppermost, supports 
the whole at the back, the larger 
leaves filling up the lower end of 
the bouquet. Another arrange- 
ment may be suggested, thus;:— 
The lower flower pale yellow, and 
that above it on the right crimson. 

We have already stated that the 
chrysanthemum belongs to the 
tribe of compound flowers. The 
number of these flowers is so very 
great that they are said to compose 
about one twelfth part of the vege- 
tation of the whole globe. In tem- 
perate climates of the northern 
hemisphere they are herbaceous plants or low bushes; but 
within the tropics they assume the form of trees, Many of the 
compound flowers pots medicinal properties, and almost all 
areornamental. With the exception of the dahlia, the arctotis, 
and some others, these flowers are, however, very much neg- 
lected, which is the more surprising, inasmuch as they are easily 
reared. They blow, for the most part, late in the autumn; and, 
if more cultivated, would help to prolong the cheerful aspect of 


the garden to a late period of the year,

NEWS. OF 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


PortuGar,—aA printed letter from Portugal says:—“ Amongst 
the many singular characteristics of this country, whether political 
or domestic, not the least is that of the strike amongst the royal 
servants of the Palace of the Necessidades for wages duc, and the 
executions and distresses upon the property of Donna Maria for 
debt, These events, however, curious enough ina reyal palace, 
are not to be attributed te the Queen herself, but to those who are 
intrusted with the management of her affairs. I have often men- 
tioned in my letters the continual delay in the payment of Court 
wages, andthe fact that Don Manuel Portugal, the royal trea. 
surer, had been sued before the magistrates by individuals who had 
advanced money on servants’ salaries. The court has ordered the 
produce of the tae belonging to the palace of Quelaz to be seized 
and applied to the liquidation of the claims of the parties who have 
discounted bills for the accommodation of the household. In my 
opinion there is but one interpretation to this curious passage in 
Portuguese history: it is this—that the degradation inflicted upon 
Donna Maria has not been the necessary consequence of a want of 
sufficient funds, but a designed and premeditated act on the part 
of those who are intrusted with the direction of her affairs; for I 
cannot believe that the nation, if it entertained the slightest respect 
for its Queen, would countenance an act so derogatory both to the 
throne and to the people.” 

DenMank anp THe Ducnirs.—The Administrative Commission 
has adopted severe measures against the refractory German clergy- 
men inthe Duchies, These gentlemen are being turned out of their 
livings for the benefit of the former occupants, whom they superseded 
afier the revolution. 

Turkry.—The Russian Cabinet has asked the Porte to resign the 
annual tribute of 62,000 ducats, which Servia has been compelled to 
pay to the Sultan ; to confine the domiciles of the ‘Turks in Servia 
to fortified places, and to restrain them from settling in opentowns. 
It is stated that the Porte has consented to these conditions, under 
which it will be allowed to continue in the noming] sovereignty 
over Servia, The Muyish and French fleet have thought it 
advisable not to eross t raits of the Dardanelles, in congequence 
of the treaties of L810 and 184; but the two ambassadors, wha had 
not yet quitted their susmer residence at Therapia, have steamers 
in readiness to take orders to the two admirals to advanee 
immediately they hear that the Russian squadron has quitted 
Sympheropol and Sebastopol. 

CIRCASSIA.—- Advices from St, Petersburg of the 16th ult. state that 
the division of the Russian army under Prinee Dolgoruki had suc. 
ceeded in storming and sacking the Cirgasaian fortrosg of Ushock 
The Circassians are stated to have lost as many as 3000 men, while 
the loss of the Russians is quoted at 40. 

Unrtep Stares.—The splendid packet-ship New World, Captain 
Knight, which sailed from New York on the evening ef the 9th 
ult., arrived at Liverpool on ‘Tuesday forenoon, after a passage of 
little more than gixteen daya, although detained in the Channel for 
nearly three daye, ‘There isnot any intelligence of importance.-—The 
royal mail steam-ship Hibernia, Captain Stone, arrived at 
Liverpool on Wednesday with advices.from New York to the 4th, 
and Halifax to the 7th ult, The annexation meeting appointed 
to take place at Montreal came off on the 8th ult., without causing 
any disturbance.—-'The advices from California extend to the 1st ult. 
From various pewepapess we extract the most interesting items 
relating ta the yield of gold, &c. :--“ Discoveries have been made 
which almost induce us to believe that the whole country, from San 
Diego to Cape Mendocino, from the Pagifle ta the topmost ridge of 
the Nevada, and Heaven knows how much further eastward, has 
been completely seasoned and spleed with the yellow grains. News 
reached San Francisco of a large ‘ placer’ having been found on 
Trinity River—a stream which rises in the Coast Range and 
empties into the Pacific opposite the head of Sacramento Valley. 
The story was soon verified by intelligence from the diggings on 
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the American Fork, which stated that the diggers were leaving in 
large bodies forthe Trinity placer, where men were said to wash out 
100 dols. a day, It is best to receive the stories of gold-digging, 
even here, with a grain of allowance, but the main fact is true. 
I lately saw a letter froma merchant in Sacramento city to his 
partner in San Francisco, in which he says:—‘ There is good news 
from Trinity River; gold is very plenty, and provisons scarce. We 
shall make a great raise on the loads I have sent there, Near the 
Mission of San Antonio, situated among the Coast Mountains, 
sixty miles south of this, a washing of considerable richness has 
been discovered, At the last accounts, a number of people were 
working there, with fair success, and traders are beginning to send 
their teams in that direction. Gold is said to exist in small quan- 
tities near the Mission of Carmel, only four miles from this town, 
and, in fact, there is every geological indication of it. That San 
Francisco itself is built on a placer, I am well satisfied. To my 
certain knowledge, boys have picked 4 and 5 dols. in a few hours 
from clay dug thirty feet below the surface in sinking a well. The 
story of Mr, Harrison, the collector, having found gold in the 
adébes of the Custom-house is something more than a good joke. 
But by far the most magnificent discovery is that recently made 
upon the ranche of Colonel Fremont, on the Mariposas River. It 
is nothing less than a vein of gold in the solid rock—a bond Jide 
mine, the first which has been found in California. Whether it was 
first detected by a party of Sonomans, or by the company which 
Colonel Fremont organized last spring, and ‘which has since been 
working in the same locality, is a disputed point, though I believe 
the credit is due to the latter. At any rate the gold is there, and 
in extraordinary abundance. I saw some specimens which were in 
Colonel Fremont’s possession, The stone is a reddish quartz, 
filled with rich veins of gold, and far surpassing the specimens 
brought from North Carolina and Georgia. Some stones picked u 
on the top of the quartz strata, without particular selection, yielde 
2 02. of Rotd to every 25lb, Colonel Fremont informed me that the 
vein had been traced for more than a mile. The thickness on 
the surface is two feet, gradually widening as it descends, and 
showing larger particles of gold. The dip dcwnward is only 
about twenty degress, so that the mine can be worked with little 
expense.’ ”” 

Another account says :—We have recently had opportunities 
of perusing letters written by merchants who had visited California 
and the “gold diggings,” more with a view to acquire accurate 
information upon the subject, and to ascertain the probability of the 
present operations and the trade consequent on them being per- 
manent, than with any intention of embarking inthem. All these 
accounts confirm those which have previously reached us through 
other channels, Atthe date of the latest it is said by one gentleman 
who rode over the whole country, and had personal communications 
with persons in all parts, that 190 vessels were then in the bay ; 
that since his arrival in the country the average number of new 
comers was 200 per day by sea, besides Mexicans and Americans by 
land. He adds, that ‘150 to 200 vessels, known to have sailed, had 
not then arrived, He represents the market to be glutted with 
every description of merchandise, the arrivals having been out of 


‘all proportion to the consumption ; so that “almost every article 


of trade is selling at 20 to 50 per cent. loss, while many things do not 
realize freight and duties ; auctions are going on from moining till 
midnight, and no good business can be expected for 18 or 24 
months.” As to the extent of country in which gold is found, 
and the quantity that may be collected, these accounts are as 
sanguine as any that we have seen. One of these writers, who was 
most among the ‘‘diggers,’’ computes that there were then 30,000 
persons occupied in the pursuit; and, although common labourers 
received in wages from from 8 to 10 dols., and carpenters from 
18 to 20 dols.a day, yet he does not compute the average quantity of 
gold obtained at more than 8 to 10 dols, per day for each person, 
‘Taking it at 8 dols., and after deducting Sundays and one-third of 
the year for the wet season, thus making 200 working days in the 
year, 30,000 persons already employed will produce £9,600,000 in 
round figures in that. time. But it appears that the implements 
and means of collecting the gold are so imperfect that a large 
portion is left in the soil, and one of these gentlemen is of opinion 
that others going over the same ground again, with perfect means 
of abstracting it, will obtain nearly as much gold as the first 
“diggers.” The same gentleman mentions that he saw one piece 
of gold which weighed 1431b. troy, which was sold on the spot for 
3500 dols, ; he saw another piece which weighed 7lb. ‘The largest 
bars of which we have yet heard have been received in London by 
Mr. G. B. Carr, the eminent merchant, having connections on the 
west coast of South America, Four of these bars weighed respec- 
tively, omitting fractions, 32)b., 32lb., 3llb., and one 72\b, 


Tne Cars or Goon Horz.—By the ship Minerva, Moir, from 
the East Indies, touching at the Cape, en route to England, and 
remaining eleven days off the colony, we have information to the 
28th September inclusive from Cape ‘own, where the governor was 
residing in no very amicable mood from the petitions and threatening 
which poured in upon him on every side respecting the removal of 
the convict-ship Neptune and her prisoners from the vicinage of the 
colony. All supplies were cut off from the united services, and they 
were left to their own resources, The most unanimous bond, 
seemingly cemented by one common feeling, animated all parties in 
the colony to resist, even to bloodshed, the landing of the convicts 
in the colony ; and, if orders did not speedily arrive from England, 
the troops and seamen of the colony and squadron would be in a 
state of famine, which might lead to the most dire results. 

West Inpia Matn.—The royal mail steam-shi Teviot, Captain 
Revitt, arrived at Southampton at one o’clock on ’ “uesday, from the 
West Indies, with the usual mails, in charge of Lieutenant L. 
Pergival, Admiralty agent. The ‘Teviot experienced very heavy 
Weather all the way home, which accounts for her late arrival. In 
the Gulf of Mexigo, in particular, she was much retarded, in conse- 
quence of the strong winds and heavy seas. '{he freight brought by 
the Beviph comprtags 306,660 dols. on merchants’ account, 112,790 
for the dividends, 16 og. gold dust, 1217 02, silver, £467.

Tue STAUNTON CuEessMEN.—A new set of chessmen have re- 
cently been published under the auspices of Mr, Staunton, who, 
observing their manifest superiority over the old figures in ordi- 
nary use, not only as marca of art, but in the more practical 
necessities of convenience, has vouchsafed the guarantee of hig 
name and recommendation ; and his royal approval will, no doubt, 
have its due weight in encouraging their circulation in chess circles, 
Those who have been in the habit of playing the game will remem- 
ber the awkward and inelegant structure of the generality of the 
shapes—little more than pyramids of turned mouldings—which 
have been in vogue, . No artistical feeling has ever been brought 
to bear upon the formation of a pattern which shouid satisfy the 
eye both on the score of elegance and propriety; and it is the 
more strange that this has not hitherto been attempted, seein 
that the thing itself is chiefly of drawing-room utility, and woul 
therefore, seem to have long ago demanded the poetical and inven. 
tive revision suitable to an improved taste, There is scarcely a 
design now in use which has any pretensions: to beauty, except- 
ing that known as the “ Edinburgh’’—said to have been sug- 
gested by Lord John Hay—which, inasmuch as it betrays arta 
marks of originality and delicacy of style, is, by many degrees, 
superior to the generality of those with which it competes ; 
while the ‘St. George’s’’ is simply remarkable for its. attri. 
butes of breadth and solidity—qualities which have occasioned its 
introduction into the leading club societies. The Staunton,’ so 
far as we can judge, seems to combine all the advantages that a 
chess-player craves. An endeavour has been made to give an 
individuality to each of the pieces, he delicately-turned shafts 
of the king and the queen are surmounted respectively by a crown 
and coronet; and that of the bishop carries a mitre, accuratel 
modelled, instead of the bulbous parody which usually does duty 
for the ecclesiastical emblem, But the greatest and most signifi- 
cant improvement is observable in the knight. The crude, ugly, 
and ill-cut caricature now in use is supplanted byan exquisite draught 
of the head of the Greek horse, executed after the types in the 
Elgin marbles; and the contrast. thus presented to the clumsy and 
unnatural figures alluded to is as marked as it is possible to be, 
Great pains have been taken to preserve the lineaments of the 
original effigy, and the swelling pride and dignity of the classie 
animal are portrayed with singular spirit and fidelity. The snortin 
nostrils and the curved, narrow crest are indicated with great ski] 
and a more delicate and effective piece of carving could not we 
apprehend, be produced, It is this piece that gives the Staunton 
pattern its chief distinction, and separates it from all others; and 
its graceful and artistical superiority is apparent at a glance, : The 
rook is not so high as the ordinary examples, otherwise it does not 
vary in design, excepting in the minute details of moulding ; and 
the same may be said of the pawns. ; 

But, although in the abstract configuration of some of these pieces 
there does not seem to be such a striking difference as might be 
anticipated, a considerate attention has been paid to circumstances 
which habitual players will well know how to appreciate. The

MR. JUSTICE TALFOURD, : 

Mr, Justice Tatrourp was born at Reading, which town he 
has more than once represented in Parliament, and was thera 
educated at the celebrated grammar school conducted by Dr, 
Valpy. It was here he first imbibed not onl a taste for but 
an enthusiastic love of the drama, Here the enditing truth 
of Shakspere obtained an influence over his mind, of Which 
the fruit is visible in the edition he has mate ty the drhmatic 
treasures of our language; and here, too, his eduaation re. 
ceived a tone which colouréd his politleal publie life, His 
labours as a politician, howéver, have genetally partaken of a 
literary character; and his struggles in favour of the Copy- 
right Bill indicated how much, even th companionship with 
legislation, the course of geriitis wis associated in his mind, 
He delivered his great speech on this, his favourite, subject in the 
year 1837, The tone, the style, the illustrative references, were 
new to the eat of the House. Impassioned eloquence, offering 
homage to illustrious writers, dead and living, and enforcing 
the claims of struggling professors of literature upon that pro- 
perty, in “song or sonnet,” which the law allowed to be 
wrested from them, was a topic not likely toattract in suoh an 
assembly, Yet with what interest was it bestowed, and how

found that any one of these substances, in the uncombined 
State, is incapable of supporting animal existence; so that in 
the most usual forms of food several of these principles are 
combined, and in such a way that both the non-azotised and 
the azotised principles shall exist in the same food, In dread, 
starch is the non-azotised part, and albumen and fibrine are 
the azotised principles ; in meat, the tat is the non-azotised and 
the lean is the azotised ; So in the food of the young animal— 
milk—the lnetein and cream are non-azotised, and the casein is 
azotised, _ 
_ Besides the Pyncipies here described, there are several which 
in a system of chemistry would hold a conspicuous place, but 
which have nothing to do with the chemistry of domestic 
matters; but, &8 Bome of them are exceedingly poisonous, it 
will perhaps be tevessary to observe that certain principles 
called ‘ vegetable alkaloids,” have been extracted from certain 
plants, of whieh they form the active part, and that these 
alkaloids (taken as a whole) form the most poisonous class of 
substances in nattrea fraction of a grain of some of them 
being suflicient to cause death,

ettlation of Bank of Englind notes Was reported, for the 17th of 
Noveniber, at £18,000,000 only, to which add £1,000,000 of bank post 
bills, The Bank of England had £11,000,090 of its own notes 
unemployed in the banking department, while the bullion, gold and 
silver, in, the Issue department, was upwards of £16,000,000 ster- 
ting, besides £828,395 in the banking departinent, Thus the 
bullion in store, in both departments, approaches to within 
£2,000,000 of the bank-notes in actual cirey ation, ahd the Bank 
has an unemployed balance in the two departments of £27,000,000 
sterling: a large suin to be Iyting Wholly idle and wiptoductive, 
The Bank, on the other hand, is draw ng interest in the issue 
depattinent, but at very low rates, upon £14,000,000, and in the 
banking depattment, exeluding the dead weight, upon £28,600,000. 
But the rates of interest realized cannot sate y be estimated, at the 
present time, higher than thtee per cent, all round; atid from this 
source the heavy expense of establishinents and all’ other charges 
hate to be met; the proprietors, therefore, must look for reduced 
dividends hereafter,

The chrysanthemum is culti- 
vated in various ways, and much 
has been written on the subject of 
its management, It is often reared 
in pots; but, as it flowers in the 
open air very late in the year, it is 
certain to find a place in almost 
every garden. When planted in 
rows the effect is exceedingly pleas- 
ing. We may enumerate some of 
the varieties of this elegant plant, 
though our space does not permit 
us to give a complete list. Of the 
yellow kinds there are the sulphur 
yellow, golden yellow, superb clus- 
tered yellow, quilled flamed yellow, 
and double yellow indian—the last 
is a very handsome variety, with a 
large disk and a single row of florets 
in the ray; in white, there are the 
quilled white, superb white, and 
tasselled white; in blue, the purple, 
large lilac, expanded late purple, 
and late pale purple; and in red, 
the early crimson and two-coloured 
red, to which may be added the 
quilled pink. 

To form a bouquet similar to 
that represented in our pictorial 
ILLUSTRATION one of the dark- 
coloured flowers—the purple, for 
example—should occupy the 
\ . centre, ‘The light-coloured chry- 
Sao) AQ santhemum below it is one of 
IIS P mixed colours, rose and white. 
Sy Above is one of rose-colour, and 

Ore the remainder are yellow and 
white. <A sprig, with leaves and 
buds rising uppermost, supports 
the whole at the back, the larger 
leaves filling up the lower end of 
the bouquet, Another arrange- 
ment may be suggested, thus :— 
The lower flower pale yellow, and 
that above it on the right crimson. 

We have already stated that the 
chrysanthemum belongs to ‘the 
tribe of compound flowers. The 
number of these flowers is so very 
great that they are said to compose 
about one twelfth part of the vege- 
tation of the whole globe, In tem- 
perate climates of the northern 
hemisphere they are herbaceous plants or low bushes; but 
within the tropics they assume the form of trees, Many of the 
compound flowers possess medicinal properties, and almost all 
areornamental. With the exception of the dahlia, the arctotis, 
and some others, these flowers are, however, very much neg- 
lected, which is the more surprising, inasmuch as they are easily 
reared. They blow, for the most part, late in the autumn; and, 
if more cultivated, would help to prolong the cheerful aspect of 
the garden to a late period of the year.

A Mr. G. Young, however, thought the charge for those commo- 
dities ‘‘excessive,” and he proposed to cut it down to 2s. Gd. In 
the performance of a public duty the guardians affirmed Mr. 
Young’s financial reform by a vote of five to two, Now this, we 
say, goes upon an erroneous idea of public duty. If a parish js to 
have no honour and dignity—a necessity we cannot admit, evin for 
a parish—it is not desirable that it should set an example af under. 
paying labour, because that tends to Increase paupers and ppor- 
yates, ‘he process is eh the reverse of pouring water down the 
pump. Still less is it the interest of the parish to establish so low 
a standard of value for the admirable qualities enumerated above— 
that the money-price for a full twenty-four hours measure of per- 
severance, attention, efficiency, and kindness, shall be 44d,! It is 
by fostering mutual help and the higher qualities of mind and heart 
that you elevate all communities—even parishes, and so remove 
them’ from abject pauperism. You cannot readily purchase the 
qualities shown by Louisa Eames, but you can pay tribute to 
them~as the clergyman worthily proposed with an additional 10s, ; 
that would serve the interests of the community—even of a parish ;
